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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. James Bosco on 3/21/2008. The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 21-23 

In claim 4, line 1, "3" should read "1". 

In claim 24, replace the entire preamble in lines 1-3 with - A computer implemented 
method comprising: -. 

In claim 26, "computer-readable medium" in line 1 should read "computer implemented 
method". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-20, 24, and 26 are allowed over prior art of record. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Tsuchitani et al. (US 6772109) 
disclose the steps of linking the display system with a discrete pluggable interpreter 
responsive to an electronic document type (col. 14, lines 1-52, a particular interpreter is 
selected responsive to an electronic document type; and figure 2, the client device or 
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display is unpluggable from the server); processing inside the linked discrete pluggable 
interpreter the at least one received electronic documents {col. 14, lines 1-52); and 
outputting display data that is renderale by the display device (display in figure 2). 
Tsuchitani et al. fail to specifically disclose the steps of receiving at the interpreter at 
least one electronic document of an interactive electronic technical manual, said 
electronic document passing a variable to be interpreted; interpreting the received 
electronic document, said interpreter providing at least one semantic node for said 
electronic document type and at least one symbol table for defining a program state and 
interpreter state that are combined to form display data. Furthermore, it would have not 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the 
teaching of Tsuchitani et al. in order to obtain the claimed invention. Therefore, claims 
1-2, 4-20, 24, and 26 are allowed over prior art of record.
